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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The present mail brings our advices from this port down to the 
14th May. The outward French mail, with letters to March 17 
and London telegrams to April 6, was received there on the 9th 
May. The Japan Times gives the following summary of the fort- 
night’s new :— 

The Mikado arrived in Yedo on the 9th May, and the Daimios 
are coming in fast. The Great Couneil of nobles, which has 
been on the point of assembling to settle the future constitution 
of the country any time these three years, is really now to meet. 
The most important subject for its deliberation is, of course, the 
proposition made by a majority of the leading men in the country 
to concentrate the whole civil, mili and naval power in the 
hands of his Imperial Majesty, to abrogate the independent 
rights and privileges of the several Daimios, as princes, 
and to make of them high officers, governors of provinces, 
&c., under the supreme Government, and thus to consolidate 
the power of Japan, and enable it to take its legitimate 
place umong the nations. Of the value of this proposal to the 
country there can be but one opinion, and so far as our necessarily 
limited view of Japanese political movement extends, there seems 
to be little danger of its rejection. That such extension of the 
Mikado’s material power over the country will be followed by the 
opening of the whole of Japan to Foreign enterprise there can be 
no manner of doubt, and it is clearly our interest now to support 
and strengthen the Central Government by every means in our 


power. 
We shall be glad to be able to report the settlement of affairs 
in the North. The Imperial fleet, including the Stonewall, has 
arrived in safety in Awamori Bay, where about 12,000 troops are 
understood to be concentrated, and we are in daily expectation of 
hearing of the commencement of hostilities.* The presence of 
Foreiguers in the camp of the fugitive serais of Tokugawa has 
materially complicated the question. But for these few French 
officers the pirates would have long since yielded without 
a blow; they have encouraged, taught, and assisted them 
to resist, and such is the prestige and real value, too, 
of Foreign skill in the art of war that, overwhelming as is 
the Mikado’s power compared to that of the handful of rebels 
opposed to it, it may be long before his authority is re-established, 
and his forces may have to undergo shameful defeat. It is sur- 
prising, and is the subject of universal comment, that the repre- 
sentative of France in Japan, after his formal acknowledgment of 
the Mikado as supreme ruler of the country, has hitherto refrained 
from ——* from Enomoto the rendition of the French off- 
cers now with him, some of whom are actually deserters from 
their flag. It is quite worthy of notice that during the fortnight 
three cases of assault upon Frenchmen have occurred in Yoko- 
hama. An attempt has also been made to fire the French Lega- 
tion. It is difficult to disconnect political feeling from these 
outrages. | 
The concourse of Daimios to Yedo has naturally filled the To- 
kaido with samourai from all parts of the country, many inimical 
to Foreigners, and most ignorant or careless of the new laws en- 
joining them to treat us with respect. The consequence has been 
that during the fortnight several passengers have been stopped on 
their way to or from Yedo, and ordered, in some cases compelled, 
to alight from their carriages while a noble’s train was passing. 
Among those so challenged have been Captain Chandos Stanhope, 
of H.M.S. Ocean, the senior naval officer, and Russell Robertson,

apologies will be made, and any renewal of the annoyance is not 
anticipated. To the Mikado we are willing to leave the road 
clear, as to our own Sovereign or to any Foreign Monarch moving 
in state along our own highways, but the yobles of Japan must be 
content with the same or less attention than we pay to our own 
aristocracy. 

We are glad to be able to state that the accident on the Tokaido, 
due to the carelessness of a Foreigner, which we mentioned last 
mail, turns out to have been unattended with fatal results. The two 
children who were left for dead, and for some time were insensible, 
recovered, and a new massacre of the innocents has not to be 
added to the long catologue of such sacrifices. Weare ashamed 
to say that the culprit is a man under the protection of the Eng- 
lish flag. Some small pecuniary fine has been levied on him, we 
hear ; he would have been deported by Sir Rutherford Alcock. 

The Foreign Ministers have made no sign as yet upon the cur- 
rency question, the memorials addressed to them being still un- 
answered. We look for a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
shortly, when these memorials will be produced, and we shall be 
able to discuss them. 

The other important local subject, that of municipal reform, has 
not been neglected. The committee whose appointment we re- 
corded in our last has completed its work, and its address to the 
Ministers is ready for presentation immediately after the departure 
of the outgoing mail. 


NAVAL ENGAGEMENT IN MIACO BAY. 

We (Japan Times) are in possession of full particulars of a 
naval engagement, or, rather, a surprise, in Miaco Bay, in which 
the le, the best ship of Enomoto’s piratical squadron, distin- 

ished herself by a most gallant attempt to cut out the ironclad 

tonewall, Our authority is the European captain of one of the 
Mikado’s fleet, whose ship was in the action, and the following 
account may be relied on as accurate :— 

The Mikado’s fleet, having reached on the 12th of April Miaco 
Bay (rather more than half-way to Awamori, where we have 
heard of their subsequent arrival), lay there till the 6th May, the 
weather being rather misty. About 5 a.m. on the 6th a strange 
sail was seen from the deck of the Bushi Maro (late Filipino), 
flying American colours. Captain Webster, an English officer in 
command of the Filipino, immediately made her out to be the 
Eagle, and warned his Japanese crew to prepare for action. Noprepa- 
rations were made on board the Bushi Maro, nor, indeed, on board 
any other of the Imperial ships, the Stonevall’s broadside guns, in 
particular, being still hampered up with firewood and tubs of sak 
and provisions, as on board all Japanese vessels under Japan- 
ese control. After reconnoitring for some time, and seeing 
that no preparations were making to receive her, the Lagle 

ut on affull head of steam and came straight into the har- 

our, passing close to the Filipino, which had hoisted Eng- 
lish colours, and drove stem on to the Stonewall. There is 
only one way of accounting for this en of stupidity—that, in 
the excitement of the moment, the order “full speed astern” was 
mistaken for “ full spead ahead ; ” for before she struck the iron- 
clad she was seen to stop her engines once. Of course the result 
was that the Hagle’s bow was completely stove in, and we have 
probably heard the last of her, for she must have been in a 
sinking condition when she afterwards fled. Very little 
damage was done to the Stonewall, of course, her bulwarks only 
suffering. A gallant attempt was then made by the Eagle's 
crew to board the ram, under cover of a very heavy fire of 
musketry, but it was unsuccessful, every man who reached 
her deck being immediately cut down. Just then a youn 
Satsuma man on board the Filipino foolishly fired his rifle an 
brought down upon the transport the broadside of the Eagle. 

A fire was kept up on her from three guns, one loaded with 
heavy conical shot, the other two with grape and canister; the 
crew being unprepared to reply, ran below, and had she been 
boarded she might have been taken with the greatest ease. Two 
of her officers, two paymasters, two boatswains and six men cut 
‘the falls of a boat in the davits, dropped into it and made for 
the shore. For fifteen minutes the captain was the only man 
left on the deck. One conical shot came in through the side, went 
through two Japanese cabins, the captain’s cabin, the engineer’s 
cabin and the engine room door, finally breaking off two large iron 
bitts and going out through the other side. Another passed 
through the side, the cook-house, killed three men and wounded four, 
then passed through the European officers’ mess-room, smashing 
' their crockery and preserved provisions, and finally through the 
other side. A third struck about four inches above the water 
line, making a hole which had to be plugged and covered with 
lead and copper before the ship could move. The whole of her 
starboard side was pitted with the grape and canister, and the 
- rigging, masts and sails badly cut up. The captain’s steward 

ot a rifle bullet through his leg, being the only man wounded. 

y this time another of the Imperial ships, the Keangsee, had pre- 
pared for action, and opened fire on the agile, upon which she 
- turned round and steamed out of the harbour. She must have 
suffered considerably, besides the probably fatal damage to her 
bow, for what men were on board the Stonewall (part of her crew 
were on shore) kept up a sharp fire of rifles upon her decks at 
about pistol-shot distance. Of seven Foreigners noticed-on her 
bridge when she came into action three were seen to fall, and, as 
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Two gunboats were hovering about outside during the fight, 
bur did not enter the bay, and took no part in the affair. As soon 
as steam could be got up on board the Mikado’s fleet and the 
men shipped, the ships got under way in pursuit, the Fwipino being 
sent down with forty wounded men, her own and the Stonevwall’s, 
to Yedo, where she arrived on the 9th inst. We have since heard 
of the arrival of the Imperial fleet in Awamori Bay, but nothing 
had been seen of the Lagle or her companions. There is reason 
to believe that Enomoto was made acquainted with the unprepared 
state of the Imperial fleet while it was lying in Miaco Bay, 


YEDO. 
THE JAPANESE PARLIAMENT. 

The Japanese House of Representatives was formally opened 
on the isch of Apri. It consists of 276 members, each represent- 
ing @ Clan or Daimiate, and elected by its councillors. The 
Japanese Parliament in its present crude form does not profess to 
represent the opinions of the nation, but only of the Kerats: 
the Kuges and Princes now assembling in Yedo at the summons 
of their Sovereign will compose an informal Upper House, con- 
sisting of the high nobility, meeting in the presence of the 
Emperor. As yet the people at large are unrepresented ; their 
measure of political life is confined to the privilege of thrusting 
complaints or suggestions into boxes erected in various places for 
their receipt. Even this, however, is an improvement on the past, 
and the Japanese expect sdon to sce commerce represented in tho 
National Council. 

The opening of the House of Representatives was attended with 
some ceremony. than two hundred of the members were 
present, and a number of the highest dignitaries in Yedo, dressed 
in their robes of state, also attended as spectators. Prince Akid- 
zuki Ukio no Sake occupied his Presidential seat, and read out an 
Imperial Message commanding the House to commence its labours 
in the couniry’s cause. 

The rules of procedure of the House have not yet been defi- 
nitely settled ; a scheme, however, has been drawn up and pri- 
vately circulated, rather, perhaps, with the view of eliciting 
opinions and of courting discussion than with the idea that it is 
to become permanent law. The Japanese have in some respects 
adopted the American system, particularly in the proportionate 
majority, and the important provision that members of the Go- 
vernment shall not sit in the House. 

The Imperial message to the House was as follows :— 

“ Being on the point of visiting our Eastern capital, we have 
convened the nobles of our Court and the various princes in order 
to consult them upon the means of establishing the foundations of 
peaceful government. The laws and institutions are the basis of 
government. The petitions of the people at large cannot be lightly 
decided. It has been reported to us that brief rules and regula- 
tions have been fixed upon for the Parliament, and it seems good 
to us that the House should be opened at once. We exhort you 
to respect the laws of the House, to lay aside all private and sel- 
fish considerations, to conduct your debates with minuteness and 
firmness ; above all things, to take the laws of our ancestors as a 
basis. Adapt yourselves to the feelings of men and to the spirit 
of the times. Distinguish clearly between those matters which 
are of immediate importance and those which may be delayed, be- 
tween things which are less urgent and those which are pressing ; 
in your several capacities argue with careful attention. When 
the results of your debates are communicated to us it shall be our 


‘duty to confirm them.”

SHANGHAI. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
s SHaneHal, May 20, 1869. 

The Pacific mail, three days overdue, arrived on the 8th inat., 
bringing Washington dates to the 4th April. All the Euro 
news had been anticipated, but by the Niger (Diamond line) we 
received on the 9th London telegrams to the 14th April, which 
had been brought on from Calcutta to Hong Kong. On the 12th 
the English mail of the 26th March reached us, with telegrams 
to the 17th ult., and on the 15th the Chamber of Commerce re- 
ceived, via Kiachta, a London telegram to the 27th ult. 

On the 16th inst. Mr. Bonman, the newly appointed agent of 
the P.M.S.S. Company arrived ; Messrs. Russell and Co. will there- 
fore be relieved of this agency for the future. 

The Huntley Castle, the first tea-ship of the season, was de- 
spatched on the 9th inst. for Hankow, in tow of the 8.8.N. Com- 
pany’s steamer Moyune, by Messrs. Adamson, Bell, and Co. Several 
vessels have since gone up the river. 

The firewells recently constructed by the Municipal Council 
have proved failures, but fortunately very little money has been 
expended upon them. Calculated to provide as much water as 
would keep a local fire-engine, known as ‘‘ The Deluge,’ pumping 
for twenty-four hours, actual experiment has proved that that 
identical engine pumps them dry in seventy-five minutes. 

On the 17th inst. the balance of the China Fire Insurance Com~ 
pany’s claim of £2,849 on the Commercial Bank Corporation, on 
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which ten per cent. has already bere sere was sold for Tls. 2,100. 
A similar claim on the estate of Mackellar and Co., on which 
three per cent. has been paid, was purchased for one tael. 

Notifications have been issued announcing that for the future 
the import duty on clocks and watches alike will be five per cent. 
ad valorem. By the tariff the import duty on clocks has hitherto 
been five per cent. and on watches one tael per pair. Tho two 
are now made uniform. . 

Boat-races were held on the river a few days ago, between 
(1) two eight-oar gigs, (2) two fourteen-oar man-of-war launches, 
and (3) two four-oar gigs. We have, however, become wonder- 
fully callous to amusements, and very few of the residents cared 
to witness the events, which were, I believe, very keenly contested. 
Cricket matches are now the order of the day. One between the 
“first eleven” and the “second twenty-two” of the club, completed 
on the 8th inst., resulted in a victory for the former, who made up 
the score (126) with nine wickets to go down. 

The Philharmonic Society gave their last concert for the season 
on the evening of the 17th inst. 

The Supreme Court has recently been occupied with a case in 
which the the Municipal Council were the plantiffa, and Mesars. 
Gibb, Livingstone, and,Company defendants. Judgment was de- 
livered on the 8th inst. I sent you a copy by the French Mail, 
which left this on the 14th inst.,and I would beg attention 
to the protest made in it, against the utterly unjustifiable and 
unstatesmanlike remarks of the Duke of Somerset, in regard 
to this settlement. These remarks were also made the subject of 
bitter comment at the meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, held 
on the 8th inst. The proceedings of that meeting I sent you 
(by French Mail), and you have no doubt already noticed the 
salient oints of discussion. 

The Consular report of Chinkiang trade for the year 1868 has 

ust been published here. It is worth noticing that there was an 
increase of 70 per cent. on imports over 1867, and of 450 per cent. 
if opium be left out of consideration. The surrounding districts 
are rapidly recovering from rebel devastation, and are now both 

populated and cultivated. Of Grey Shirtings, during 1868, 
174,780 pieces were imported ag against 14,384 in 1866. This 
promises something like an “opening up of the country.” 

It is stated that the market for the new tea crop has been opened 
in some of the country districts at low prices. Musters are ex- 
pected in Hankow about this date, the tea being contracted for at 
rates varying from Tls. 22 to Tis. 26 laid down at Hankow. 
~ On the 2nd inst. the new Church of St. John the Evangelist at 
Hankow was opened. ee | prayers were read by the Rev. A. 
0. Hohing, of the American Episcopal Church, the communion 
service by the Rev. E. W. Syle, of Shanghai, and the sermon was 
preached by the Rev. Canon M. Clatchie, from the text Heb. x. 
25. The entire community at Hankow has contributed liberally 
to the fund necessary for the erection and decoration of the church, 
and it is said that the result is extremely satisfactory. 

- Letters from the North announce the bursting of the banks of 
the Peiho, so that water communication with the North-Western 
Provinces has been stopped. In my last letter I told you of a 
rumoured misunderstanding at Peking between the French Secre- 
tary of Legation and a brother of the Prince of Kung, mention- 
ing at the same time that although ample time had elapsed no 
confirmation of the story had been received. I now ead you a 
circular letter, addressed by M. Dabry, Acting Consul-General for 
France, to the local papers :— 

Shanghai, le 14 Mai, 1869. 

Monsieur l’Editeur,—Je vous prie d’insérer dans un des premiers numé- 
ros de votre estimable journal la rectification suivante: 

* Le Consul Général de France est antorisé a déclarer qu'il n’existe au- 
cune affaire entre la Légation de l'Empereur et le Tsong-ly-Yamen de 
nature a troubler leurs bonnes relations. Tous les bruits qui ont couru a 
Shanghai et que les journaux ont rapportés n’ont pas de fondement. 

Agréez, Monsieur I’Editeur, l’assurance de ma considération trés dis- 
tinguée. P. Dasry. 

On the 8th inst. letters, under date of the 25th April, were re- 
ceived from the Yangtsze exploring expedition. The gunboat 
had been left at I-chang, as it was not deemed advisable to at- 
tempt to stem the rapids in her. Messrs. Swinhoe, Michie and 
Francis, Lieutenant Stokes, of the Opossum, and two surveying 
officers went on in a native junk as far as Kuei-fu, a station one 
hundred miles from I-chang. Kuei-fu is the Quai-chow of Cap- 
tain Blakiston. The people proved extremely civil and obliging. 
At Kuei-fu the commissioners were fortunate enough to meet one 
of the sexennial pee peering embassies from the Laina of 
Thibet. A member of the embassy stated that he knew Mr. T. 
T. Cooper, and had exchanged a mule for his gun at Ta-tsien-lu. 
On the 18th intelligence reached us that the surveying party had 
arrived at Hankow from I-chang, where they had last been heard 
of. They have prepared plans of the rapids and maps of I-chang 
and Shasi. The river was found to be navigable beyond Yoh-chow 
a Baa vessels of seven feet draught, and the rapids are believed 
to be altogether impracticable for foreign craft. The commis- 
sioners had not returned from Chung-King, but the Opossum 
was awaiting them at I-chang. 

A slight affray between a party from the Russian gunboat 
Sable and a Corean village is reported. One of the naval officers 
had gone ashore on the Corean coast fér a little shooting, and 
was fired upon by a body of soldiers, who issued from a fort near 
where he had landed. The gunboat immediately opened fire on 
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the fort, and landed a party, by whom the officer was brought off. 

Mr. W. M. Cooper has been appointed acting Consul at Taiwan 
vice Mr. Gibson, and has been relieved at Chinkeang by Mr. G, 
Jamieson. Mr. Gibson is removed to Canton, vice Mr. Mayers on 
temporary leave of absence. 

The Shanghai Gas Company seems at last to bear some promise of 
success. At its annual general meeting, held on the 18th instant, 
it was resolved to devote the profits of 1868 (equal to Ts. 13,000, 
or about 11 per cent. on the paid up capital) towards paying off 
the debentures, which will thus be reduced from Tls. 40,000 to 
27,000. 

The Shanghai Club is in difficulties again, and rumour says will 
robably be shut up for a time, and re-opened on another system. 
he shareholders are now calling on the members to increase their 

subscriptions by another dollar a month, and if this measure is 
agreed to they may tide over their present danger. 





FORMOSA. 

From Formosa we (China Mail ) learn that there is local trouble 
at Gauchai, a place about 100 miles north of Takow. The inha- 
bitants shut their gates against the new General-in-chief, on his 
going up with a force of Honam braves, to attempt the capture of 
some people who had been doing a little quiet piracy. Report 
says he was thoroughly defeated on trying to storm, but that on 
the arrival of the Anping governor with more men a settlement 
was come to and the place was nominally taken, some men being 
executed. [Qy., the pirates.] This place is always giving trouble, 
and is @ very hotbed of piracy. It isa pity that the general was 
not more successful ; but the native merchants appear to look upon 
the expedition as a failure. 

Mr. Gibson, H.M. Consul, is still at Takow, and will, we believe, 
not move until relieved. We trust he will not go until Leong 
Taoutai is removed, according to the promise of the special com- 
missioner. The latter is still at the Yamen, however, and since 
the death of the old Fu, has actually resumed his duty, although 
Foreigners do not, of course, recognise him. The new Fu, general 
and other officials, appear, from all we can learn, to be good men, 
and anxious to get on well with Foreigners, 





HONG KONG. 

Advices from this port extend to the 27th May. The English 
mail of April 9 arrived out on the 19th May, with London tele. 
grams to May 1. The French mail of April 18 was hourly ex- 
pected. The following summary of news is chiefly from the 
China Mail :— 


H.M. gunboat Bouncer has been doing some good service in dis- 
covering pirates. 

The libel case, at the instance of the Macao Procurador, against 
Mr. A. de Souza, printer‘and publisher of the Portuguese newspaper 
Echo do Povo, came on for hearing at the Criminal Sessions on 
18th inst. Defendant’s counsel applied for time to plead, sayin 
that in the meantime the proceedings instituted against laintiff 
by his own Government in ao would have been decided. Jus- 
tification on the ground of the truth of the libel it was intimated 
would be the plea put forward. Another application was made 
to quash the information, upon several unds; but the argu- 
ment on this point was postponed to another day. The trial was 
adjourned to the June Sessions. 

At Macao, Mr. Gregorio Jose Ribeiro, who has filled the office 
of Colonial Secretary for the last nine years, has retired, and Mr. 
Joao Climacho de Carvalho is appointed in his place. Senhor 
Fernandes, the Superintendent of Chinese Emigration from 
Macao, has resigned his office; the Acting Attorney General 
has, at his own request, been suspended, Mr. Francisco Silveira 
being appointed in his place. These changes do not, it is said, 
exhaust the list. 

Although the recent difficulty at Peking turns out to have been 
trifling in its nature, we cannot say that either the public or the 

pers were wrong in attributing to it much possible importance. 
he true version appears to be that a coolie belonging to the 
French Legation was struck by Prince Kung’s brother for jostlin 
his horse. An apology was claimed ; the Tsung-li-yamen replied 
that the Charge d’Affaires was moving without any escort to mark 
his rank, and it really was not known that the coolie belonged to 
his train. Had they known it, he would not have been struck. So 
far there is nothing to complain of. The argument used by the 
Chinese is unanswerable. But we cannot help suspecting that 
more must have transpired than this simple narrative would lead 
us to believe. We know upon pote authority that the Foreign 
ministers generally supported the demand for an apology, and this 
they would scarcely have done had the evidence of intentional 
insult been so exceedingly slight. é ‘ : ‘ , : 
While we may, therefore, dismiss from our minds any further 
speculation as yall Boberosg results from this cause, it will not be 
unprofitable to take note, not merely of the readiness with which 
such rumours are received by Foreigners generally, but the eager- 
ness with which warlike predictions are uttered so soon as the 
faintest suspicion that a difficulty has arisen is conceived. We 
could scarcely have a better exemplification of the state of feeling 
generally than that just afforded us by the circulation of reports 
regarding an insignificant squabble scarcely even worthy of the 
name of a diplomatic “difficulty.” It is perfectly evident that 
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all Foreigners in China are anticipating, and we may almost add 
hoping for, the commission on the part of the Chinese of 
some overt act of hostility which will blow Mr. Burlinghame’s mis- 
representations and Lord Clarendon’s suicidal policy to the winds, 
and coerce either the British or some other government into taking 
immediate measures of a warlike nature. We commend to the 
consideration of our home authorities the feeling thus evinced, 
and would furthermore remind them that though our interests 
undoubtedly—at present—preponderate, other nations have in- 
terests at stake also. France and Russia may be termed the war- 
olicy Powers ; Prussia, the United States and others being those 
y whom coercion would probably not be attempted. But a spark 
may give rise to the eruption which but waits to burst out on the 
a of either of the former, and if France commences a war with 
hina we must either join or abdicate our position. 

From Swatow we hear that a portion of the British Consulate 
fell in with a crash on the 20th instant, and some fear is enter- 
tained lest the whole house follow. Much dissatisfaction prevails 
at the withdrawal of protection, and it is supposed that Chow Chao 
Fu, lately opened by H.M.’s energetic representative at that port, 
will have to be again closed.

It is notified that the Lubeck, Hamburg, and Oldenburg Con- 
sulates at Hong Kong have been suppressed by their respective 
Governments. 

The prisoners charged with the murder of Mr. Holworthy are 
still awaiting their trial. Additional evidence against them, it is 
said, is being collected and put in form from various sources. 


KIDNAPPING IN TONQUIN. 

We have been placed in possession of some startling information 
regarding the kidnapping which goes on in the Tonquin Gulf. 
Our authority is derived from the statements of European eye- 
witnesses, who speak the language of the locality, and have seen 
enough to satisfy them that the evils described to them by natives 
are not exaggerated. As will presently be seen, Hong Kong has, 
if the reports be true, a vivid interest in making full inquiry into 
the facts, which are said to be as follow :— 

1. That within the last two years the number of Annamites 
kidnapped by the crews of piratical Lorchas from the South of 
China amounts to twenty thousand persons. 

2. That within one of the missionary districts in the Tonquin 
territory six hundred women have disappeared during the past 
year. 

3. That our informants came to Backhoi in company with a 
lorcha freighted with kidnapped Annamite girls, who were sold 
by the pirates at that and other Chinese ports. The captain of 
the pirate junk offered some of these girls to the master of the 
passenger junk, but they were refused. 

4, That according to the missionaries labouring amongst the 
Annawites, hundreds of Annamite girls are sold to Chinese coolie- 
crimps, and exported by them to the United States and other 
parts of America. It is also alleged that many of the women 
carried by the Pacific Mail steamers are thus stolen from Annam. 
Others in great numbers are sent to various points on the China 
coast for the purpose of prostitution—Macao, and even Hong 
Kong, receiving some. 

5. That the Chinese subordinate officials are aware of the prac- 
tice, but are heavily bribed to connive at it. 

Such are the statements, put in the simplest possible form. They 
demand an immediate investigation. If, as asserted, vessels leaving 
Hong Kong carry women thus kidnapped, a British port is being 
used as a depot for a traffic as nefarious as anything which has yet 
been dragged to light regarding the “emigration system.” If, 
again, the Pacific mail steamers or any other vessels carry pas- 
sengers thus ryt oe and sold, they are in effect carrying 
slave cargoes, and the U.S. Consular authorities should make 
immediate inquiry. No half measures will be sufficient ; a prac- 
tice so disgracefu (in which, of course, hitherto our own officials 
and the Mail Company can only have been unwitting agents) 
must be stamped out. Of course we have no right under treaty 
to interfere with any kidnapping operations conducted by Chinese 
upon Annamites. But we are much mistaken in the spirit of 
our executive—and we may fairly add of the American officials 
and agents also—if they do not hold the claims of humanity and 
the actual evil inflicted upon our reputation in Chinese eyes a3 
somewhat superior to the rendering of an inoperative document. 
me shall see. 

onsiderable discussion has been caused (says the Overla 
Trade Report) by the intelligence, which has eae oe an aa: 
tic source, that the Chinese Government have applied for permis- 
sion to appoint a Consul to Hong Kong. The manner in which 
this proposal was made leads to the impression that the object of 
the measure is to collect taxes from the natives on the trade of 
the port, as a proposition was to that effect, which was of course 
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refused, was made to the British Minister before the one for the 
appointment of a Consul. Of course, if the Chinese Consul merely 
confines himself to taking steps to secure that the proper duties 
be paid at the places of import on goods exported ,in junks from 
Hong Kong, there can be no objection taken, but it is feared he 
may make use of his position to attempt to levy taxes in the 
place, or to do what would be equivalent to it, which would be 
er no less to sound principle than to the interests of the 
colony. |

LasvuaN, May 13. 


There is only one matter of public interest here, and which, I 
think, worth your notice, which is the solution of the labour 
question by the Governor. The great difficulty heretofore has 
been the want of labour, the population on the island being too 
small to furnish the number of hands required to work the coal 
mines, and, of course, workmen had to be brought here at con- 
siderable expense and trouble. But, besides the number of regu- 
lar hands required for working the mines, you can under- 
stand how that, occasionally, we have to employ twenty, thirty, 
oreven fifty men for a few days to get a oe of work out of 
hand ; but, as there was no population to fall back upon, a large 
number of idle hands had to be kept about the place in case of 
emergency. This difficulty has happily been got over by the 
Governor, who now allows the manager of the mines to have the 
use of any number of convicts he may require, and thus places 
him in a position to work the mines with fewer hands than he 
could otherwise do, and it is owing to this, I believe, more than 
to anything else that the mines are now being worked with good 
prospects of success.

SINGAPORE.

SINGAPORE, June 3, 2 

The steamer West Indian has left for Hong Kong, consigned to 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., and is understood to be char- 
tered to load at Foochow for London. According to the published 
accounts from China there are three of Holt’s line of steamers 
engaged to load at Foochow and Hankow, and also the Eri King, 
which has been for some time running on the coast. 

It is rumoured here that the Glengyle, now running between 
Calcutta and Hong Kong, has been sold by her owners, Mesars. 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., to the Union Steam Company for the 
Yangtze traffic. This company very much requires such a steamer, 

The new boat for Messrs. Jardine’s Calcutta line, the Glenartney, 
is expected here from home, under the command of Captain Bok 
ton, in July. It is stated that two boats are now building on the 
Clyde, and will shortly follow the Glenartney for the China coast 
trade. Captain Hamlin, who lately sold the steamer Vegapatam 
in China to Mr. E. A. Reynolds for 25,000 dols., is a passenger by 
the present mail for England. 

The refusal by Messrs. Maclaine, Fraser, and Co.,as agents for 
the insurance offices, to pay the claims of a China firm accruing’ 
at the late fire—which was communicated a few mails since—has 
been arranged and the claims paid under legal advice, alge, es 
the unreliable nature of Chinese evidence to prove arson. The 
effort of Mr. Dualop, the partner of Messrs. Maclaine, Fraser, and 
Co., is nevertheless very praiseworthy, as the tendency of natives 
in these places to impose on insurance offices is very atrong. 





GOVERNOR ORD'S VISIT TO JAVA. 

The Penang Gazette says : “The Governor will proceed to Batavia 
early in June to meet the Governor-General of Netherlands India. 
We understand that the Foreign-office, for which Sir Harry Ord 
ably and satisfactorily conducted a negotiation with the Dutch 
Government some years ago at the Hague, has entrusted him with 
the duty of discussing with the Government of Netherlands India 
the objections that have been taken to the acquisitions of territory 
which that Government has long been making on the east coast 
of Sumatra. Sir H. Ord’s efforts will doubtless be principal y 
directed to obtaining an effective guarantee that our trade wi 
the Pepper ports will not, at any future time, suffer from heavy 
duties or monopolies. If he succeeds in this, there can be no ques- 
tion that it will be for our interest, as it clearly will be for that of 
the Malay and Batta natives, that all the countries on the east 
coast should exchange their present semi-piratical slave-dealing 
and sharp trading rulers for a strong European Government.” 

The Straits Observer has the following on the same subject :— 
“ His Excellency has taken advantage of the opportunity to have 
the Petho painted, gilded, and decorated, at an expense, we are 
told, of not less than 3,000 dols., after which she will be docked, 
and have her bottom cleaned. From the fact that his Ex- 
cellency goes in the Petho, and not in the inaldo, we 
are seriously inclined to doubt the accuracy of the Gazette's 
information. But should it prove true, the public will 
hardly rest content at being burdened with the expense of the 
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trip. The same remark will apply equally well in the event of 
it being merely a holiday excursion. As the Finaldo, we 
believe was willing to convey his Excellency, had he been inclined 
to avail himself of her, the despatch of the Peiho, we think, de- 
mands some official explanation. It is generally understood here 
that the Rinaldo, was asked, not to convey his Excellency, but to 
convey the Peiho, and that because he could not go in right regal 
style, with a man-of-war to escort him, he determined to go in his 
own yacht,—that is, the Colonial steamer perverted to that use. 
We shall have more to say on the subject of this Java excursion 
by-and-bye, and are only awaiting the end of the laughable farce 
that is being played to acquaint the public with the full extent 
of the folly.’

f° GaLz, June 15. 

The §.W. monsoon, which is late this year, is now on us. The 
Emeu, which arrived on the 12th June, was nine days from Sin- 
gapore, including the stoppage at Penang of six hours, and ex- 
perienced a strong S. and 8.W. wind. The Deccan, from Suez, 
with the London mail of 21st May, arrived on the 13th, and 
brought the Governor, Sir Hercules Robinson, and family, and 
also the new commander of the forces, General Renny, to relieve 
General Hodgson, who goes home by this mail. Sir Hercules 
stops in Galle for a day or two, and then proceeds to Colombo. 

he Surat arrived yesterday from Calcutta for Suez, and leaves 
to-day with about one hundred passengers, including those from 
Australia, China, Java, Singapore, &c. The Geelong, from Austra- 
lian ports, also arrived to-day, and the Behar from Bombay. We 
have five P.and O. Company's steamers in this miserable harbour. 
To coal and transship cargo for these vessels is almost a miracle, 
and reflects the highest credit on the P. and 0. agent, Captain 
Bayley. Telegrams from Calcutta announce a cyclone, but no par- 
ticular damage to houses or shipping. 

It is believed that Sir Hercules Robinson is now fully prepared 
to go into the question of a breakwater, and decide on the best 
plan for making the harbour secure. The erection of wharves 
should certainly be included in the scheme. There will be a special 
tax levied on shi ping and goods to meet the interest on outlay. 
Something must be done, for the present state of things is intoler- 
able. The Home Government have at length decided to build the 
lighthouse on the Great Basses rock, the neglect of which you have 
#0 often called attention to. 

The Oriental Hotel here (Galle) is a great boon to the large 
gatherings of passengers which meet at Galle, but, like most things 
of the present day which are in any way successful, it is not large 
enough. The two upper stories are devoted to married folks, and 
the lower one to bachelors. The dining saloon is a fine room, ac- 
commodating one hundred. The manager, Mr. Barker, conducts 
the establishment with great ability considering the masses sud- 
denly thrown on his resources. In the old times the hotels were 
completely taken charge of by the passengers, but in Mr. Barker 
they find a competent and obliniig man.

STRAITS, CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoxoHama.—There was a decidedly better tone in the market, though 

the business done had not been large. We are able to report a light ad- 
vance in our staples of cotton goods, and holders were firm. Woollens and 
Fancy Goods had not shared in the improvement; Metals were much as 
last quoted. The current quotations were as follow :—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 
16-24, per picul, $47.50 to 48.25; 28-82, $48.50 to 49.50; 88-42, $49.50 
to&1. Cotton Piece Goods: Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs., per piece, $2.45 to 
2.50%; 8} to 84 lbs., $2.774 to 2.824; White Shirtings, $2.80 to 38.60; 
T-Coloths, $1.80 to 2.25; Camlets, S, per piece, $13.50 to 14.50; 8S, 
$12 to 13; Long Ells, $8 to 9.50 ; Blankets, per Ib., $0.40 to 0.45. 
Metals, &c.: Iron, nail rod, per picul, $8.30 to 3.60 ; hoop, $8.10 to 8.40; 
bars, $8.30 to 3.60; pig, $1.05 to 1.15; wire, $6.50 to 7; Lead, $7.50 
to 7; tin, $17 to 18; tin plates, $6.75 to 7. 

TrENTsIN.—The market was quiet, there being only a demand for local 
consumption. 

SHancuar.—Cottons: The principal business during the fortnight had 
been in Drills and T-Cloths, of whicha fair quantity had been sold both 
of Goods to arrive and on the spot. Prices of these articles show no im- 
portant alteration, but other descriptions wererather lower, the market gene- 
rally being very quiet. Woollens: At the ruling low pricea, Long Ells had 
attracted some attention for speculation. In Spanish Stripes aud Medium 
Cloth no improvement had taken place. Crape Lastings and Lustres 
were in request, as also Plain and Figured Orleans, of which moderate 
sales had been made. Metals: Nail Rod Iron had been rather more 
inquired after, and holders having ‘given way slightly on their demands, 
sales to the extent of 5,000 to 6,000 bdis. had been made at Tis. 2.3.8. to 
2.4.5 per picul. An invoice of Round Iron had also been placed at Tis. 
2.5.2 per pical, being an advance of 2 candareens per picul. Lead: 250 
piculs had been received from Hong Kong and about 38,200 piculs per 
Lennox Castle. Buyers were extremely cautious. Sales of L B had been 
made at Tis. 6.2.0 to 6.2.6 and 6.380; there were sellers at Tis. 6.1.5 
Sales to arrive by March ships had been made at Ts. 5.75. Coal: The. 
prices of most descriptions of Coal had been reduced to low figures, owing 
to abundant supplies still on the market. One cargo of Australian was 
sold at Tis. 6.5.0 per ton, and a cargo of Cardiff at Tis. 8.2.5 from ship. 
Tr ansactions in other kinds had been chiefly in small parcels. The arrivals 
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had been: From Great Britain, tons 1,308; Australia, tons 2,147; Japan, 
tons 128 ; Formosa, tons 320 ;—in all, tons 3,903, of which tons 1,655 were to 
order.

2.0.4. for 7 Ibs.; Tls. 2.2.1 to 2.2.5. for 84 lbs.; and Tls. 8.0.8. to 8.2.2. 
for 93 lbs. White Shirtings had declined, quotations being 56 to 60 reed, 
Tls. 2.2.0. to 2.3.5.; 64 to 66 reed, Tls. 2.4.5. to 2.6.0. T-Cloths 
were unsaleable ; 7 lbs. were quoted at Tis. 1.7.0. to 1.9.6. Drills.—Fair 
inquiry for good English, at Tls. 8.9.5. to 4.0.0. Fancy Goods had been 
dull. Woollens and Worsteds: Camlets—No change in prices, demand 
less active. Lastings were not in request. Scarlet Long Ells slightly 
lower, but assorted colours firm. Spanish Stripes showed but little im- 
provement. Mediam and Broad Cloths were not inquired for ; Figared 
Orleans were not wanted, and prices were weak. 

Foocnow.—The following transactions had constituted the business of 
the fortnight: —1,000 pieces 8} Ibs. Gray Shirtings, at $3.05 per piece ; 
700 pieces 7 Ibs. T-Cloths, at $2.50 per piece; and 16 piculs White Wax, 
at $200 to 202 per picul. 

Hone Konea.—The following is from Mesars. Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated 26th May :—Cotton Yarn: Transactions have been smaller 
than for some time past, and a quieter feeling has prevailed throughout 
the interval. Dealers who bought fairly, previous to the despatch of last 
mail, of Nos, 16 to 24, have been unable to quit their purchases, and 
with considerable unsold stock upon their hands, and the uneasiness 
occasioned them by the increase in quantities upon offer by late arrivals, 
they have stopped buying, and a concession will have to be made by 
importers before business is resumed. The market for these Nos. is weak, 
and the quotation is lower. Nos. 28 to 82 maintain their value, but no 
sales have been made and no demand exists. Nos. 38 to 42 have been in 
fair request, and holders have succeeded in putting the rates rather higher; 
at the close the inquiry continues good at the advance. Piece Goods: A 
fair amount of business was done during the first of the fortnight at 
previous rates, but the arrival lately of several home ships with consider- 
able quantities of manufactured goods, has had a depressing effect, and a 
decline in quotations is the consequence. Grey Shirtings of all weights 
are down 24 to 5 cents. in value; 7lb. meet with sale at the decline, as 
the demand has existed most for this weight, and stocke are light. 8.4lb. 
are altogether neglected, and Chinese dealers, in fear of an overplus of 
stocks, are willing to sell upon the market at the decline. T-Cloths have 
been acted upon by a like pressure, and good qualities are 5 cents per 
piece lower. 61b. of common make have undergone no change, 
and a fair inquiry continues at last rates. 7lb. at the decline show 
a slight margin to dealers, and some demand is still noticeable. 
White Shirtings are lower; the request for 54 to 60 reed con- 
tinues, but 64 to 66 and 68 to 72 are not wanted. Favourite 
chops of good fine move off fairly, and we note sales of 2,490 pieces 
at $4.80 to 6.90 per piece. English, American, and Dutch Drills are 
all inquired for, and advices from Northern markets tend to increase 
the firmness of rates at this. Sales of Dutch amount to 10,860 pieces 
at $5.00 ‘to arrive.” American are in most enquiry, but there are no 
stocks on offer. Sheetings are without attention. Spotted Shirtings show 
nochange. Turkey Reds, though fairly dealt in, are cheaper. Woollens: 
A better feeling is gradually showing itself in the market, though no 
marked change has yet occurred. No sales of Long Ells have been made 
and prices are as last advised; Assorted can find buyers, but Scarlets are 
out of favour. Small sales‘of Spanish Stripes are reported, but without 
change in rates. Blankets have advanced and a farther rise is expected ; 
we note sales of 1,240 pairs at $5.90 “to arrive.” Lastings are dearer, 
and the market is very firm. Camlets show a better feeling. Metals: 
Operations have been more extended, and Nail Rod and I{oop Iron have 
advanced 5 cents; Bar is lower, while Wire is unchanged. Steel has 
further declined. Lead has been in more demand and rates are rather 
better. Tin is very firm at $32.50 to 38.50 for Malacca. Quicksilver is 
dearer. Coal: Arrivals have been,1,800 tons Cardiff and 596 tons English ; 
eales comprise 750 tons Welsh at $10.75, 311 tons English at $10.00, and 
350 tons Australian at $6.50 per ton. Ginseng: The enquiry has been 
light, though sales have been larger than for the preceding fortnight; set- 
tlements amount to 28 casks good and superior Crude Root at $148 to 
161 per picul. Clarified remains scarce and dear, and no sales have been 
effected. Importers are very firm. The following were the

TEA. 

YokoHamMa,—The only new feature to note in the Tea Market has been 
the arrival of a few band mauaters of the new season’s Teas, and the crop 
bids fair to be fully an average ene. The business of the fortnight had 
resulted in the settlement of some 250 piculs only of the old stock, and the 
season may now be said to be virtually closed, the export to date being 
two and a-half million pounds over that at the same time last year. 
Prices were unchanged, and must be considered quite nominal. The Ariel 
took 236,395 lbs. for London. The export for the current season had been 
—to New York, 8,637,605 Ibs. ; to San Francisco, 1,827,031 lbs. ; to Eog- 
land, 489,387 Ibs. ; to China, 1,800 lbs.; total, 10,455,823 Ibs. 

SaHanauali.—Black : No transactions had been reported, and the stock 
remaining was insignificant, say 192 chests. A few musters of the new 
season's Tea had been received from Hankow, but no decided opinion of 
the crop could be formed from them. Green: ‘There had been no business 
transacted during the fortnight. No authentic information had been re- 
ceived from the Green Tea districte with regard to the new crop, but if 
the reports of natives may be relied on as correct, the new Pingsneys 
will cost, laid down in Shanghai, from 10 to 15 per cent. less than last 
geason’s. Stock, 4,475 half-chests, 

Hankow.—Reports had been received from all the producing districts, 
giving quotations of the cost of the new leaf, and prices ruling in the 
country seem, on the whole, to be reasonable. Chest musters were ex- 
pected to arrive on the 20th May. Quotations were nominal, 

Kiuk1ana.— Black Teas: But little definite information had been re- 
ceived from the Tea districts concerning the new crop. In the Ningchow 
district it appears that small purchases of the finest leaf had been made 
at the equivalent of Tls. 26 to 27 per picul in Kiukiang, but buying had 
not commenced generally. In Kien Teh purchases had been made, laying 
down the teas at Tls. 23 to 24 here. From Hohow and Loong Kong no 
reliable advices had been received. Quotations were nominal. 

Foocnow.—There had not been any transactions in old tea, the few 
p arcels remaining on offer being common, and of undesirable quality. On 
the 18th May about 800 half-chests new season’s Congou, and 200 half- 
chests Oolong came to hand, but since then, owing to very heavy freshets 
in the river, further arrivals had been prevented. A few masters of 
Packling Congous had been placed on the market, but these appeared to 
be rather sinh in quality. There was no reliable information as re- 
gards prices paid in the country, but the teamen reported that generall 
higher rates had ruled. sa . ere

Amoy.—Some small musters of new crop had been received, but not of 
sufficient importance to deserve attention. The leaf was reported by tea- 
men to be good, and prices under those of last year had been paid in the 
interior. 

Cantron.—Nothing whatever had been done by foreign buyers, and, 
judging from the indifference thus far shown by them in hastening pur- 
ehases, it was generally believed that the opening would be unusually late. 
The entire firat crop of district Congou, comprising some 10,000 to 11,000 
boxes, is said to have been received and packed ready for shipment. The 
preparation of scented teas had been much retarded by a short supply of 
the scenting flowers, and considerable quantities of leaf had been lying ia 
native tea houses awaiting receipt of this article, but this difficulty will, 
it is thought, be overcome by the abundant supply of the flower subse- 
quently brought forward owing to fine weather. Quantities of Gunpowder, 
to the extent of about 20,000 boxes had been received, but could not be 
packed until musters were shown, owing to the different shades of colour- 
ing upon the leaf. The picking of the second crop is said to have com- 
menced in some of the districts, and buying had been conducted at reduced 


figures. 
SILK. 


YoxoHaMA.—Business if Silk had again been trifling, not exceeding 
150 bales. The same condition of things prevailed—viz., meagre supplies, 
inferior stocks, and little disposition on the part of holders to make con- 
cessions. Of the new crop it is too early to speak, but the weather had 
been very favourable for vegetation. 

SHanGcHal.—Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co. report as follows:—The 
French mail which left here on the 14th May, and the American mail of 
the 19th May, took 81 and 11 bales respectively, which might be con- 
sidered as closing the season, no settlements of importance being reported 
for this steamer. It is possible, however, that a few bales may be shipped 
on native account at the last moment. News from the country continues 
to be most satisfactory, and although natives complain of the high cost of 
mulberry leaves, we take that to be a good sign as to the healthy condi- 
tion of the worms, and that they will yield a large produce accordingly. 
Of course misfortune may still overtake the first crop, bat the result will 
be fairly known within the next week. It is expected that the price of 
Taysaam Silks will rule unusually high at the beginning of the season, 
as native manufacturers are quite bare of stock, and will be able to out- 
bid foreigners until they have supplied themselves. In other descriptions, 
the market will be entirely in the hands of Foreigners, bat past experience 
leaves little hope that the trade will advantage itself by the exercise of 
patience in opening the campaign.

AN OVERLAND ROUTE THROUGH BRITISH 
NORTH AMERICA. 
Wuen the old sea route to India and China wa the Cape 
of Good Hope was superseded as a means of conveying 
mails, passengers, treasure, and the more costly descriptions 
of merchandise, by the “ Overland Route” of the P. and QO. 
Company, it was doubtless thought that the problem of direct 
and facile intercourse with the Far East was solved for all 
time. The subsequent development of our monthly ser- 
vice into a fortnightly one, and the creation of a com- 
peting line by the French Government, merely multi- 
plied the opportunities for using the same route; but 
of late years the rapid growth of both European and 
American trade with India and China has stimulated 
various important projects for still further accelerating 
the rapidity of transit. The most important of these, as far 
as European nations are concerned, are the Suez Canal, now 
to all appearance nearly approaching completion, and the 
endeavour to reach the Western and Central Provinces of 
China, by means of a trade-route or railway from Rangoon 
to the Western frontier of China, both of which under- 
takings will be materially aided by one or more direct rail- 
way routes through Europe (either over or through the Alps) 
to Brindisi, and ultimately, no doubt, by a tunnel beneath 
the Channel, or a bridge across it. The revulsion of public 
opinion with regard to schemes of this sort, that were but a 
short time since scoffed at as wildand visionary in the extreme, 
is something extraordinary. The project of M. pz LEssEPs 
was but very lately openly derided by the press, not only of 
this country, but of almost every other, except France ; some 
of the sceptics regarding it as purely Quixotic and impossible 
—a mere chimera, originating in the brains of a few enthu- 
siasts—while others denounced it as a transparent subterfuge 
whereby French supremacy was to be slowly, but surely, 
established in Egypt at the expense of our own hardly-earned 
ascendency there. Now however, it seems to be admitted on 
all hands that the complete success of this great work is 
only a question of time and money, the engineering diffi- 
culties that remain being trivial in comparison with those 
already surmounted. Certainly, the opening of the Canal 
has already been once put off, after a period had been de- 
finitely fixed, and there are some awkward rumours of a 
further postponement until February next, owing to the dif- 
ficulty of filling the Bitter Lakes, a process that is said to be 
proceeding far less expeditiously than was at first expected ; 
but, as we have said, this will in all probability be only a 
matter of mere time and outlay. Another marked instance 
of the increased favour with which this class of enterprise is at 
present regarded may be found in the plan for tunnelling under 
the Channel, a scheme that has now the decided sanction of 
the French Emprror, and to which the consideration even of 
the English Government—never too ready to promote any- 
thing having a venturesome appearance—has been promised. 
- Again, the promoter of the direct route from Rangoon to 

Kiang-hung, after being for years stigmatised as an 
impracticable enthusiast, and being met with the most 
determined resistance by the Indian authorities, has suc- 
ceeded in convincing the public, if not the Government, 
of the merits of his proposal, and has so far obtained the 
support of the most influential Chambers of Commerce in 
the kingdom that energetic memorials are being rapidly sent 
in supporting his claims. The t undertakings for the 
extension of telegraphic communication that have lately 
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sprung into existence cannot fail to exercise a strong in- 
fluence in the same direction, and we may hope that before 
long it will cease to be a standing reproach to a great com- 
mercial nation like Great Britain that all efforts to promote 
the inorease of trade and intercourse with foreign countries 
and distant possessions are fated to be smothered with offi- 
cial circumlocution or strangled with red tape. 

On the other side of the globe, the growth of trade be- 
tween the United States, Japan, and China, has brought 
forth, firstly, a splendid line of steamers across the Pacific, 
and secondly, a chain of railway communications between 
the two oceans, to which the whole civilised world offers no 
parallel ; and already there is some talk of a “ Pacific Tele- 
graph,” a work of such magnitude as would throw tke exist- 
ing Atlantic cables into the shade altogether. Of course, it 
is at present “ only talk,” but then all great things must be 


talked of a good deal before they are accomplished. And 
now that our own vast possessions on the American 
continent are so rapidly rising in importance, 
question has come to be asked :—Why 
they also be made available for an inter-oceanic rail- 
way? Last year we had occasion to review a pamphlet 
by Mr. AurrEp WanppinaTon, in which this proposition 
was boldly set forth. At that time it was in many quarters 
received with doubt, and in others thrown aside with con- 
tempt ; but, on the whole, Mr. Wappinerow tells us, in a 
supplementary pamphlet lately issued, his proposal has at- 
tracted even more attention than he himself expected, so we 
may couclude that it is at least worthy of some considera- 
tion.

It is a peculiarity with our American cousins that, 


tion to overcome all obstacles, and they generally succeed. 
With ourselves it is different ; we are apt, in the first place, 


to magnify the difficulties that do exist, and if they are 
not enough to frighten us, we forthwith invent a host of 
others. And Mr. WappINeTon strenuously avers, and with a 
good show of reason, that many of the objections urged 
against his scheme, in Parliament and elsewhere, belong to 


the latter category. In the first place, it was asserted that 
no practicable route existed through the mountains of British 
Columbia ; but it is now pretty clear that one has been found. 
Then the surrender of the North-Western Territory by the 
Hudson’s Bay Company does away with another obstacle, 
formerly considered all but insurmountable. A general con- 
federation of British North America will undoubtedly follow, 
and this must of course include British Columbia, with its 
great extent of Pacific coast. A large tract of difficult and 
uninhabited country will still separate the East from the 
Western portion of the North American Empire, and to 
consolidate it, and reap the full advantages of confederation, 
this must be crossed by a railroad; but, after all, this is 
quite as practicable as some portions of the Union Pacific. 
The Columbians indeed demand such a line, as a condition of 
their adhesion to the Confederacy ; and, if it be not granted, 
there will be danger to the cohesion of our possessions. The 
line of the North Pacific Railway runs for some 1,500 miles 
very near to them, and a report of the Senate Committee on 
Pacific Railways, dated February 19th, 1869, affirms that it 
will drain the agricultural products of the rich Saskatche- 
wan and Red River districts and the gold country on the 
Fraser and other rivers west of the mountains. ‘The open- 
“ing by us first of a North Pacific Railroad seals the des- 
“tiny of the British possessions west of the 91st meridian. 
* They will become so Americanised in interests and feeling 
“ that they ‘will be in effect severed from the new Dominion, 
“and the question of their annexation will be but a ques- 
“tion of time.” This is perhaps an exaggeration, but it has 
a basis of truth, and to counteract such an injurious ten- 
dency a British line of railway is the only expedient. 
Such a line would undoubtedly be of incalculable value 
to the colonists themselves, and of great importance 
as an alternating means of communication between Eng- 
land and Japan and China, though we cannot endorse 
Mr. WadpINGTon’s assertion that it would make Canada 
the emporium of the trade of Europe with those coun- 
tries. Its length would be less by nearly 500 miles than 
that of the railways now open across the United States; the 
distance from Montreal to the Pacific being 2,822 miles, 


against 3,305 between New York and San Francisco. As 
regards cost, the estimated outlay (thirty-two eer eS 
rather alarming, but applications have been made to 
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ment this session alone for authority to raise capital to more 
than half this extent for new railways in the United King- 
dom. Perhaps we shall not be far wrong in placing this 
scheme in the same class as that to which the Suez Canal 
belongs ; very startling at first sight, becoming more feasible 
the more closely it is looked into, and in the end resolving 
itself into a question only of time and money. 


THE DUKE OF SOMERSET ON SHANGHAI. 

WE are glad to see that Mr. A. J. JoHNsTONE, the Secre- 
tary of the Municipal Council of Shanghai, has undertaken 
the vindication of that settlement against the most un- 
founded charge brought against it by the Duke of Somerset. 
With regard to the manifest untruth of the Duxe's state- 
ment it is needless for us to offer any remarks ; the strong 
expression of public opinion in Shanghai, through the local 
press, the Chamber of Commerce, and by the Judge of the 
Supreme Court, are sufficient. But a few words on the 
Duke's source of information, although late, may not be 
altogether out of season. “ Naval and civil officers who are 
“ acquainted with all the chief ports in Europe, America, and 
“ Asia ”"—gentlemen, evidently of a very wide range of ex- 
perience — have informed his Grace that “there is no 
such sink of iniquity as Shanghai.” Now, leaving Shanghai 
morals out of the question, as having been already sufficiently 
vindicated, we can confidently assert, from personal expe- 
rience of almost as wide a range as even that of the Duke 
of Somerset's friends, that there is no port in the world 
where naval officers have received more unbounded hospi- 
’ tality than the English residents in Shanghai have been ac- 
customed to show them. In the better days of the China 
trade Shanghai was a very paradise for shore-going naval 
officers ; many of the principal firms kept “open house” 
for them, and altogether “Shanghai hospitality” became 
proverbial. Now, some of the houses that in those good old 
times were the most renowned for their generous profusion 
have succumbed to a series of disastrous years, and the 
remaining ones, owing to a generally depressed state of trade, 
are probably compelled to be somewhat more economical in the 
management of their establishments ; a change which has per- 
haps been considered in the light of a personal injury by some 
officers who thought the chief duty of the merchants was to 
provide them with unlimited tiffins, brandy and soda, and 
cheroots. But it has never been customary for residents in 
Shanghai to treat their naval visitors otherwise than kindly 
and courteously, so long as by their demeanour they showed 
themselves worthy of such treatment ; and it is evident from 
the Duke of Somerset's statement either that certain officers 
have ungratefully slandered the Shanghai residents by calling 
their settlement “a sink of iniquity,” or, that the Duke has 
slandered the officers by imputing to them an aspersion 
originating in his own imagination. 








BATAVIA TRAMWAY COMPANY. 
The following is an abstract of a report recently issued by the direc- 
tors of this undertaking, which was briefly noticed in our Java corre. 


apondence of a recent issue. 
I. Establishment of the Company. 

On the 24th of October, 1866, Messrs. Dammler and Co. applied for 
a concession of a tramway from the city of Batavia to ita suburbs, ran- 
ning through the most populated parts, in all ten miles. This conces- 
gion was granted by Government on the 6th December, 1867. 

The capital of 450,000f., in shares of 1,000f., having been fully sub- 
scribed for, Messrs. Dammler and Co. transferred the concession to a 
Limited Liability Company, under the style of the Batavia Tramway 
Company. In the meeting of shareholders held on the 16th December, 
1867, a plan of the lines, part of which were to consist of double rails, 
was submitted and approved of. The calculations were based upon 
‘¢ single rails,” but no feara were entertained in regard to the means 
spe ranggld for laying a second rail, as the company enjoyed great popu- 


ty. 

The board of directors appointed in this meeting consisted of Mr. 
M. P. Pels, Mr. F. I. van Hewert, and Mr. L. McLean. By a decree of 
80th March, 1868, Government gave its approbation of the intention 
of the company carrying goods by the tramway, at a minimum 
freight of five cents per picul per kilometre. Moreover, the company 
applied for the preference in establishing any additional lines in Ba- 
tavia and its suburbs. 

II. Preliminary Works. 

The plans for stations and buildings were ready in February last, 
and orders for materials transmitted to Europe, under the supervision 
of Messrs. van Binsbergen and Bellingwont, engineers, Rotterdam. 

Ill. Grounds, 

A few pieces of ground were either granted by Government to the 
company on lease, or purchased. The value of one is estimated by 
Government at £28,968.80, but the company have petitioned to fix a 
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valae of 12,000f,, the former amount being too high. One tract of 
ground was purchased at f.2, 500. 


IV. Buildings. 

In the city of Batavia three buildings were erected—the one a sta- 
tion, the other a working shop, with machineries and utensils required 
for fitting and repairs to the rolling stock; the third, a stable for 164 
horses. At Mr. Cornelis and Tanatang stations were built, and at the 
former a stable for six horses. The cost of all the buildings amounts 
to f.150,000, and, besides, f.6,000 for an iron shed for carriages at

V. Rolling Stock. 

Rails, posts, and everything required for laying them and keepi 
the road in order were contracted for with Messra. Ch. de Berque an 
Co., of London, for f. 231,553, and only in December last a portion 
arrived, so that the laying of the rails could not be commenced before 
January. 1869. The machinery for the workshop was furnished by 
Mesars. Ch. de Berque and Co., with the exception of the steam-engine 
purchased from Messrs. P. van Kissengen and Dudole van Heel, of 
Amsterdam. The total cost of machinery was f.31,900. Much use bas 
been made of the workshop for laying the rails, and several works have 
been undertaken also for outside parties, so that this branch promises 
to be an additional source of profit to the company. 

The carriages have been ordered from Messrs. Ch. Bonnefond and 
Co., of Ivry (near Paris), at the cost of f.101,746, for eighteen first- 
class carriages, twenty-five second-claas carriages, twenty axletrees and 
wheels, and several accessories. 

Three American carriages were ordered from Messrs. John Stephenson 
and Co., of Boston, at a cost laid down here of f.13,178. In elegance 
of construction the French carriages surpass the American. ‘I'he re- 
mainder of the rolling stock has at last arrived from Europe by the 
Bastiaas Pot, after a voyage of six months. Threo hundred harnesses 
were contracted for and finished by a Samarang saddler at f.23.10 per 
harness. The store furniture, desks, &c., have been procured at a 
small cost, not exceeding 1, 400f. 


VI. Horses. 

An attempt to procure the horses through a sale by public tender 
having failed, the company appointed a person to buy the required 
quantity in the interior, and up to the moment 179 were furnished, at 
an average price of f.138.20 each, whilst nine horses were bought here 
at 120f. each. These horses appear very healthy and strong. 

It cannot be said that the illness among the horses has taken any 
serious proportions; in fact, only four horses died during the last four 
months since their arrival. Necessary precautions have been taken 
for good food. 

In the commencement four horaes were used for each carriage, in 
order not to subject them at once to unusual work. Afterwards, how- 
ever, three only were found quite sufficient, and it is contemplated to 
stick to this number. Every care is taken not to overwork the horses ; 
and the drivers are strictly surveyed with reapect to the manner of 
treating them. 

The fears hitherto entertained in regard to the inability of Java 
horses to perform the work have been contradicted by experience. 


VII. Labour on the Road. 

The raile were laid as soon a3 they arrived, but from sundry causes 
much delay has been occasioned. At present, however, there is no 
reason whatevcr to complain, coolies being plentiful. The company 
has had to contend against a difference of opinion between the Director 
of Public Works and the First Government Engineer about the manner 
of laying the second rail. 

When the single rail was laid permission was asked from Govern- 
ment to open the line, but not granted, on the ground of unsafety for 
the public. Again, the company petitioned to permit it, as the public 
was anxious to avail of the tramway, and the company became de- 
prived of the income it would otherwise have enjoyed. After several 
controversies on both parts, the Governor-General was pleased to grant 
the permission for opening the line from Batavia to the “ Harmony,” 
in a decree dated only two days after the company’s petition, and it is 
but due to justice to say that the company is much indebted to his 
Excellency for the prompt and candid manner in which he has con- 
plied with their request. 

VIII. Staff 


The company’s staff consista of one administrator, one controller, 
three inspectors, seven inferior European employés, and thirty native 
coachmen or drivers, besides some native clerks. The expenses for 
salaries have been fixed with a due regard to economy, and this charge 
is a comparatively light one. 


IX. Financial Management. 

The original capital of the company of 450,000f. was paid in fullon 
the 15th September, 1868. At a meeting on the 8th July, 1868, the 
board of directors were authorised to issue 350 new shares of 1,000f. 
each, to enlarge the capital, or to raise this amount by mortgage. 
Owing to want of confidence on the part of the public, the shares were 
not subscribed for, and the directors were compelled to raise the re- 
quired funds by mortgaging the company’s property to three banking 
establishments at Batavia, foran amount of 390,000f., under rather fa- 
vourable conditions as regards interest, &c. Thus the company have 
made use of an amount of 762,300f. 

Considering the immense increase of passengers by tramway in the 
United States, the directors have no hesitation in declaring their con- 
fidence in the future of this company, and the results thus far obtained 
bid fair to bring this tramway on the eame level with those in Ame- 
rica, the success of which has by far surpassed the general expectation. 

It is the full consciousness of the success of the undertaking which 
has prevented the directors from placing the 350 new shares at any- 
thing under par. Indeed, the public has become so sanguine as to the 
financial results, that the directors now propose allotting the new 
shares to the old shareholders pro rata of 9 to 7, since they are con- 
vinced that nothing should be sold under par. An application has 
been made of late by several financiers for the 350 shares at 100 per 
cent, but the directors are of opinion that the old shareholders should 
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have the preference to take them at this figure, and feel assured that 
within a short time the quotation will be much above par. 

At this moment the results attained by the company exceed by far 
what has been calculated in Messrs. Dummler and Co.’s prospectus, 
and taking them as a basis for the whole line when completed, it is 
quite safe to estimate the receipts at 900f. to 1,000f. daily, whereas the 
expenses and charges, everything included, will not be over 450f. to 
500f. The table of passengers shows the important increase that has 
taken place during the short period of only twenty days. 

Daring the firat five days of the opening of the line 1,219 ngers 
were carried ; in the second period, 1,842 ; in the third, 2,709; in the 
fourth of 3,174 ; showing an increase during the last five days upon 
the same period in the commencement, of upwards of 160 per cent. ! 

From the fact that the number of natives going by the tramway is 
daily increasing, and above all, that native women are making use of 
it, we may safely infer that the undertaking is a popular one, inasmuch 
_as it finds ready support and favour at the hands of those who con- 
stitute the “ million,” upon which the company chiefly depends. 

With a view to this enormous increase, and the difficulty of a com- 
plete control of the daily receipta, the directors have in contemplation 
to introduce the American system of a uniform tariff, instead of the 
one now in practice, of 12) cents per etappe of one and a quarter 
English mile for first-class passengers, and 5 cents for second ciass, or 
Te fid cent. less for agreements for a fixed period in the form of 
tickets. 

The line (single) from the “ Harmonie” to Tanatang is now on the 
point of being completed, and the company is only waiting the Go- 
vernment sanction for opening it. All materials having arrived now, 
the line will be completed in about two months. 

. The above report been adopted unanimously. 


THE ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
(To the Editor of The Times.) 


Srm,—As several articles have appeared on the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad calculated to give erroneous impressions, I beg to call your 
attention to a few facts within my own experience. The following ex- 
tract from the Hconomist will give the gist of the argument :— 

‘¢™he whole distance is given as $,305 miles, and the time of the 
continuous journey six days seventeen and a-half hours, which is pro- 
bably a longer strain than the human constitution can stand.” 

Having made the journey myself across the continent from New 
York to this city, I can assure those who purpose making it, that 
ghere is no strain at all in it. The journey is a delightful one, even 
for ladies, and the weakest invalid would be strengthened by it. There 
is a constant succession of novelties. Starting from New York by the 
route I travelled (the Pennsylvania Central), the traveller is taken 
through Trenton and its vicinity, in New Jersey, made historic by the 
revolutionary war—through Philadelphia, the great commercial mart, 
and Harrisburg, the capital of Pennsylvania, over the beautiful Alle- 
ghany Mountains, and through the busy iron and coal regions of Penn- 


sylvania. A glimpse is given of Pittsburg, the Manchester of 
America, in soot, smoke, dirt, and immense shops sacred 
to Vulcan. The railroad, now changed to the Pittsburg, Fort 


Wayne, and Chicago line, takes the atranger through one of the 
most delightful and beautiful countries, in the State of Ohio, 
ever beheld by human eyes. Winding rivera, verdure-carpeted 
hills covered with fat cattle, treeclad mountains, snug farmhouses, 
and air having a clearness and balminess never felt in England—all 
make s picture such as England's pastoral poets would delight to 
render in immortal verse. Chicago, 910 miles from New York, is 
reached after forty-three hours’ travel. Chicago is the representative 
inland city of America in the marvellous rapidity of its growth, in its 
daring enterprise, in ifs varied railroad connections, and in all that 
goes to make up a live Yankee go-ahead city; a prairie land but lately 
now reclaimed to civilisation and cultivation. The distance from 
Chicago to the Missouri river and Omaha, the initial point of the 
Pacific Railroad, is 490 miles, and the cars of the Chicago and North- 
Western Railroad make the trip in twenty-two hours, conveying pas- 
sengers through the great rich and deep pastures of Illinois and Iowa 
—the granaries of the world, as Americans delight to call them. These 
lands, when first their virgin freshness was broken by the plough, 
yielded fifty to sixty bushels of wheat to the acre. 

The Omaha and the Union Pacific Railroad are reached after a passage 
across the muddy and tortuous Missouri river, and now the Bi plains 
are reached, called the great American Desert—the home of the wild buf- 
falo, and of the wilder but rapidly disappearing Indian. There isa 
great sameness about the journey now, but the dryness and exhilarating 
qualities of the air, the beauty and variety of the cloud effecta, com- 
pensate the traveller for this sameness. The air of the plains has a 
marvellous effect upon the animal spirits, which it raises to a high 
pitch. The stations along the line, with their sunken and loop-holed 
round houses for protection against former Indian attacks, are most in- 
teresting and novel, as, indeed, is everything which is seen. The 
Westerner is seen here in all the glory of abundant elbow-room, and, 
at the summit of physical enjoyment, here, if anywhere, he feels as 
though he could carry out his traditional boast of ‘‘ whipping all 
creation” with ease and despatch. 

At Laramie, 562 miles from Omaha, the Rocky Mountains proper 
are reached. The railroad company selected a line through that route 
which offered easy grades, and the tourist will be rather disappointed 
at not seeing such mountains as the Alps in Colorado. Such moun- 
tains he can behold, however, further south, but not near the railroad 
line; and yet the scene from Sherman, the point of greatest altitude 
on the entire road— 8,242 feet above the level of the sea—is one which 
can never be forgotten; distance seems to be annihilated by the 
transparency and purity of the air; the entire chain of mountains, 
with their every ravine and projection, are cut so clearly and distinctly 
that objects which are twenty miles distant seem to be but five or six. 
Then there are great expanses of valleys stretching away betwoen 
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the main ranges, giving the idea of boundless distance and o 


a boundless land. The ‘‘waterahed ” of the Continent, at 
Bridge’s Pass, is reached in two days and a half from Omaha, 
and now all water runs Pacificwards. The journey through We- 
ber and Echo Canons, or Passes, is one of the most weird 
and frightful possible. The line winds along the side of i 
chasms, over roaring torrents, under overhanging mountains, rou 
towering cliffs, past wonders of nature in her wildest moods, with 
beauties of mountain scenery unsurpassed probably anywhere. Then 
comes the great valley of Utah, with its wonders of Mormon tillage and 
irrigation. The wilderness does indeed blossom as the rose, and only 
man ia vile here. The Great Salt Lakeshines like a huge mirror in a set- 
ting of lofty mountains. The evidences of industry abound on all 
sides. At Promontory Mountain we reach the junction of the two 
lines which constitute the through Pacific railroad from Omaha to San 
Francisco. The cara of the Central Pacific road are now taken; 
this company controls the Western or Pacific, and by far the 
most valuable, half of the trans-continental line. And now, 
through Utah and Nevada, we have alternate stretches of cir- 
cular plains and mountains of rounded forms; we pass the river 
Humboldt, known as the river of death to early emigrants 
to California; and, finally, the Sierra Nevada Mountains are reached. 
They are truly grand and precipitous. Magnificent crests, eternal 
snow, beautiful Jakes, silvery waterfalls—all, in fact, mountains can 
exhibit that is lofty, beautiful, imposing. Now, when the trip is 
drawing to a close, its greatest beauties, and by far its greatest diffical- 
ties, are seen on the road. The summit of the Sierra is crossed at an 
altitude of 7,042 feet, and this altitude is attained in a distance of 112 
miles locomotive climbing, and the highest engineering science was, 
therefore, necessary at this place. The journey to the ocean is now 
rapidly downward—so rapid, indeed, where there is a descent of 116 
feet to the mile, that steam is altogether shut off and the breaks par- 
tially applied. In 62 days from New York the traveller westward is 
landed at San Francisco; and in a short time, when close connections 
and some improvements are made, the journey may be made in less 
than six days. The distance is only 3,181 miles, not 3,305, as stated 
by the Economist. 

And now about the “‘ longer strain than the human conatitation can 
stand,” which the Economist declares the journey to be. There is not 
8 spot in the whole trip in which there is not something new to be 
seen—something startling, something beautiful. Something grand, 
and to be seen nowhere else, is constantly attracting our attention, 
keeping the mind engaged and making the time pleasantly. The 
sleeping car arrangements are now in perfect order, and I can teatify 
that the soundest sleep can be enjoyed in them. Everything connected 
with the beds is of the most luxurious nature. In addition to the 
sleeping cars, eating or hotel cars are now provided. A description of 
one of these cars appeared in the Evening Bulletin a few days ago, 
which I subjoin :— 

‘‘The car is about 60 ft. long by <0ft. wide, supported on eight- 
wheeled-trucks, giving sixteen wheels to each car. This arrangement 
and an elaborate combination of steel springs give such steadiness 
that no serious jolting unsettles a dish. The exterior of the car at- 
tracts attention chiefly by its appearance of solidity. Constructed of 
the best materials, at a cost of nearly $20,000, and braced and secured 
in every conceivable manner, it seems almost absolutely free from the 
casnalties of an ordinary riding car. In the only case where a Pull- 
mann car has been known to leave the track in company with its train, 
it rolled down a forty-feet embankment, sustaining no other injary 
than the breakage of glass on one side and a few scratches and bruises. 
No passenger sitting in it suffered anything worse than a bruise. As 
the car did not break, and was neither twisted nor strained out of 
line, it was ready for immediate service when restored to its place 
on the rails. The uses of the dining cars are indicated by its exterior 
decorations, in carvings and paintings, representing fraits, fish, game, 
and other edibles. The interior is elegantly finished in black walnut, 
mounted with silver wherever metal is essential. Seata for dining 
forty-cight persons at once are arranged at (twelve separate tables, on 
each of which is abundant space for the service of four persons. These 
tables are portable, and may be removed and stowed away out of 
sight at a moment’s notice. At either end of the car are water tanks, 
closets for wine, canned fruits or condiments, ice-boxes for cooling 
wine, and the uaual toilet arrangements—so that the traveller may re- 
move the dust from hands or face before sitting down to his meal. 
Midway between the two ends of the car, and occupying its entire 
width, with the exception of a narrow passage, is located a compact 
kitchen, especially designed for the Pullman car, and fitted up with 
every possible contrivance and facility for preparing food quickly and 
well. Its success was amply demonstrated in the trip acroas the con- 
tinent, for nothing could be better than the meals placed before the 
party three times daily. Immediately beneath the kitchen floor, and 
communicating by trap-doors, are dust-proof ice boxes and provision 
cellars. Here are packed the fresh meats, the butter, eggs, and other 
edibles requiring cool quarters for preservation. Spacious water tanks 
are connected with the kitchen by a force-pump ; and the cook and his 
assistant have everything at hand, almost without turning round. 
Entering the car to dine, you take your seat. At your side you find a 
bell. One stroke upon it, and a waiter, neatly clad in white jacket 
bearing the monogram of the Pullman Company, appears and presents 
you a bill of fare. Your order is fulfilled, and your savoury steak of beef 
or agniied your mountain trout or broiled chicken, are placed before 
you smoking hot. Wine, tea, coffee, or fresh milk are also at com- 
mand ; and for sauce, what can be more appetising than the air of the 
Rocky Mountains and the elevated interior plains of the American 
continent, except, possibly, the reflection that you may enjoy your 
meal in elegant leisure while the train bears you swiftly forward to- 
wards your journey’s end? A traveller may obtain a ‘ good square 
meal ’ of plain food for the dollar or a dollar and a quarter which is 
— at the station restaurants, while those who desire only a- light 
lunch can command it at trifling cost.”’ 
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By the reduced rates which have just taken effect the journey from 
New York to San Francisco can now be made for $126 in gold, or 
£25 4s. English. £5 will cover all incidental expenses for meals, bed, 
&c., on thetrip. A first-class passage by sea, via Panama, costs about 
$175 in gold. Such a trip as I have briefly described is a great help to a 
liberal education; it expands the mind and ideas and all connected 
with the mental faculty, and gives the foreigner a thorough insight 
into the great country of the United States. I have made the voyage 
betweed this city and New York, via Panama, some six times, and | 
can assure you that there is more suffering, more ennui, more of a 
strain in one day's steamer experience in the tropics, where one feels 
as though issuing from the bath, perspiration exuding from every pore, 
than from the entire railroad journey across the American continent. 
New conveyances and comforts are being added by the two railroad com- 
panies (the Union Pacific and the Central Pacific) every day, and each 
road is being constantly improved in the great race to get the road 
finished. Many details of construction are slighted, but everything is 
now being placed in first-class order, and at no distant day it may be 
anticipated that the great through line will be one of the most 
thoroughly constructed roads in the world. As it is, it makes one of 
the greatest engineering facta of the 19th century.—I am, Sir, most 
truly yours, THomas Maags.

HOUSE OF COMMONS.

CONSULAR BUILDINGS IN CHINA, JAPAN, &c. 

(July 8th.) In Committee of Supply on the vote of £87,585, to com- 
plete the sum of £62,585, for the bassy-houses at Constantinople, 
China, and Japan, 

Mr. Ayrton said that the balance which the Committee was asked 
to vote was less by £10,000 than the original estimate. 

' Mr. Monk was not aware whether that reduction referred to the 

'Embassy-house at Constantinople. Presuming that it did, he wished 
to ask the Secretary to the Treasury to explain—for he knew that, as 
an independent member, he objected to the sums which were expended 
on some of our Foreign Embassies—how it was that the sum of 
£10,000 which had been voted for the purpose of building a country 
house for our Ambassador at Therapia had been exceeded by £3,000. 
He desired also to call attention to the large sums which year after year 
the House was asked to vote for the Embaesy-house at Pera, in build- 
ing which a sum of £80,000 was not many years ago spent. He de- 
sired further to say that there appeared to be two sets of plans for the 
house at Therapia, the one those of some local architect, which were 
superceded by the plans of Colonel Gordon, whose plans, he understood, 
had since been modified by those of some other official at Constanti- 
nople. He hoped his hon. friend the Secretary for the Treasury 
would inform the Committee which of those plans had been finally 
fixed upon. 

Mr. Ayrton said he entirely sympathised with the dissatisfaction 
which his hon. friend seemed to feel at the expenditure which was 
incurred in connection with the establishments which we kept up at 
Constantinople. It had, however, been the policy of this country for 
some years to keep up great establishments in that city. His hon. 
friend was right in stating that he had constantly protested against 80 
Jarge an expenditure, but was obliged to take matters as he found 
them, and to accept the expenditure which was deemed to be necessary 
for the purpose of making our Ambassador comfortable. (A langh.) 

’ He did not know what demands might be made from Constantinople 
raga year; all he could say was, that he would do his best to resist 
em. 

Sir H. Butwer observed that previous to the change of the clerk 
of the works the Ambassador had no control whatever over the ex- 

enditure. The clerk of the works made a job of the whole business. 

t was found very advantageous to do away with the clerk of the works 
altogether. As to the House at Therapia, he should like to have some 
_ idea of the work done and what there was still to construct. He did 
not think the expense would be confined within the £10,000. 

Colonel Sykes was altogether at a loss to understand how there had 
been a diminution under this vote of £10,000. There was a great 
fallacy in the statement of his hon. friend as to that reduction. He 
strongly objected to the sum of £174,000 proposed to be taken for the 
purchase of land in China and Japan. He was very glad to hear from 
‘the right hon. gentleman below him (Sir H. Bulwer), who had 
occupied so distinguished a position in Constantinople, that the clerk 
of the works had not been restored, and that subsequent to his dis- 
‘ missal a considerable saving had been effected. 

Mr. StansFeELD begged to inform his hon. and gallant friend that 
the Treasury had sent out an extremely able and economical pubtic 
‘servant to make inquiry with reference to the erection of the proposed 

consular establishments in China and Japan, and on the report he 
made the estimate had already been reduced. That officer was ex- 
pected daily to arrive in England ; it would be his duty to communi- 
cate with him on the subject, and he could assare his hon. and gallant 
friend the vote would not remain at its present amount unless he were 
satisfied it should. 

Lord Bury had always understood it was the duty of the Secretary 
to the Treasury to consider what sum was ne before proposing 
a vote ; he was therefore rather surprised to hear it stated that the 
pro d sum was as final ag expenditare usually was, and no hope was 

eld out that it would not be ultimately exceeded. Unless some mem- 
ber of the Government gave a more satisfactory explanation he should 
move to reduce this vote. 

Sir H. Butwer explained. 

Mr. Arron said he had stated that this money was required to com- 
, Plete plans and estimates made before the present Government came 
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into office. At the same time he must say he did not admire the 
policy of keeping up an expensive establishment at Constantinople. 

Sir H. Vesney had never heard a less satisfactory explanation of 
vote, for if any one could explain those votes it was always the Secre- 
tary to the Treasury. He hoped some aasnrance would be given that 
no more money would be asked for. 

Mr. Monk thought the Committee had a right to know whether 
£4,000 would be enough to complete the buildings. Last yearhe had 
taken the sense of the Committee on this subject, but he had been 
beaten by two to one. 

Mr. AYRTON said there was a superintendent at £300 a-year, who 
was responsible for the expenditure. The sum now to be voted was to 
complete the house and to furnish it. Of course, demands were always 
made for keeping up these establishments, but it would be the duty of 
the Government to resist any further expenditure for these buildings. 

Mr. Alderman Lusk would like to Know something about the ex- 
penditure in China and Japan. Last year the Government asked for 
£37,000 for Japan, and now £10,000 more was asked for buildings, 
but no one knew what they were for. 

Mr. StansFgeip said with reference to the charge for ordinary re- 
pairs, and for the salary of superintendent, the Treasury was not satis- 
fied, and they had remonstrated on the subject. He would undertake 
to say that these charges would not reappear in the Estimates next 
year without having received full consideration. With respect to the 
new buildings at ‘l'eheran, that was an arrangement made by the late 
Government, and, as far as he could judge, it was a reasonable one. A 
ab ie came home as to the old buildings, which were in an extremely 

and ruinous condition, and would cost £15,000 to repair. Bat 
the noble lord thought that a better site could be chosen, upon which 
a new residence could be built, while the old property might be sold. 
It was important to have a good supply of water, and that would be 
obtained at the new sile, and he had reason to believe that the estimate 
of £20,000 would not be exceeded. 

The vote was agreed to. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RorrerDaM, July 6. 

The lateat news received from the West Coast of Africa shows the 
state of affairs there to be in a very bad condition. H.M.8. de Ametel 
had arrived at Commendag, and a boat, with a crew of two officers 
(Messrs. J. Vriemoet Drabbe and F. Zegers Veeckens), one sous- 
officer (Mr. J. C. van Es), and eight sailors, was ordered to land to re- 
connoitre the coast, the population of which was formerly under the 
government of England, but since the drawing of the new demarca- 
tion line under that of Holland. As soon as the crew of the boat had 
landed the men were surprised by the negroes and made prisoners. 
The commander of the Amstel resolved, after a conference with the 
Governor of the Coast of Guinea and the English Governor of the 
Cape Coast, not to make use of his military force, trusting that the 
natives would not murder the “ white men” if the negroes were left 
alone. It was said, however, that one of the sailors was dead. Nothing 
farther is known with any certainty with regard to the occurrence. 
According to an official statement in the Staats Courané there is still 
hope that the crew will be saved. 

The Second Chamber has carried the Bill for reorganising the mili- 
tary academy at Breda by thirty-eight against fourteen votes. The 
members then separated, so that the session may be regarded as closed. 
Mr. Van Reenen, the President of the Second Chamber, has declined 
the Presidency of the new Chamber, which will meet in September 


next. 

It is stated that Mr. C. Busken Huet, editor of the Java Bode, will 
shortly assume the editorship of the ultra~-C..nservative Dagblad ; Mr. 
Lion having retired owing to bad health. This rumour, spread by the 
Hague correspondent of the Arnhem Iche Courant, is contradicted 
most positively by the Dagbdlad. 

The strike among the printers will lead to no serious resulta, the 
masters having consented to a general increase of wages.

Monetary and Commercial.

In the Court of Queen’s Bench, on Tuesday, it was decided to 
postpone the trial of the directors of Overend, Gurney, and Co. 
(Limited), till December next, on the ground that there does not 
remain sufficient time to carry the case through at the present 
sittings. It is understood that the Attorney-General has been re- 
tained for the prosecution; and meanwhile a committee has been 
formed and trustees appointed with a view to the necessary funds 
being raised for the purpose of conducting the trial in a manner 
befitting the importance of the case. In the interest of the com- 
mercial public, however, it would be far better could the matter 
be brought to an issue with the least possible delay. The post- 
penement for a period of five months may be regarded as fraught 
with injury to commercial enterprise, the revival of which is im- 
peded in proportion as the miserable financial wrecks of the past 
are still pressed upon the attention of the public. The liquidators 
of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited) have issued a circular, in 
which they ask the creditors to accept the balance of their debts, 
due on the 15th of September next, and to allow the payment of 
interest to be deferred to the 30th of June next. They pursue 
this course in preference to making a further call. Accompanying 
this circular is a note from Mr. Charles Oppenheim, the creditors’ 
representative, recommending the adoption of the proposed 
arrangement. 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. George Smith 
and Sons, of Preston, cotton spinners and manufacturers. As the 
house had been established in Lancashire nearly half a century, 
and enjoyed fair credit, the liabilities are supposed to be large, 
They employed about 200 operatives, while the firms of Messrs. 
R. and W. Jackson and Mr. Bourne, which have also stopped, 
employed about 300 each, making a total of 800 thrown out of 
employment. The cotton trade in Preston and the vicinity—in- 
deed, throughout Lancashire—is in a most wretched condition, 
and there are rumours of other misfortunes impending. In fact 
the depression is so great that meetings are being held in various 
parts of Lancashire for the purpose of asking Government to take 
active measures for the removal of duties imposed on cotton yarns 
and manufactured goods imported into India, the encouragement 
of the growth of cotton in India, and the appointment of commer- 
cial men as members of the Indian Council. The Manchester 
Courier reports meetings held at Burnley and Rochdale. At the 
latter meeting it was said that since the commencement of the 
American war the average growth of India was a million bales 
per year, and that before the war America produced four millions 
of bales yearly, and since the war only two and a half millions. 

A petition for the winding-up of the Northern Assam Tea Com- 
pany (Limited) is to be heard before the Master of the Rolls on 
the 17th inst. 

There is a moderate demand for bar silver for the Continent, at 
5s. 0}d. per ounce, but no inquiry for the East. Mexican dollars 
are rather firmer, at 4s. 114d., but there are none here. 

The directors of the London Joint-Stock Bank have resolved to 
declare at the half-yearly general meeting, to be held on the 15th 


inst., the usual dividend at the rate of 124 per cent. per annum, | Tse

ILK. 

The dulness noticed in our last report atill continues. Some sales 
of Chop Teatlees have been made during the past week at a con- 
siderable decline from previous quotations, though withont influencing 
the market, buyers still waiting information in regard to the supply 
of Asiatic silk, and the market will doubtless be guided to a consider- 
able extent by the advices to be received during the next fortnight. 
In Japans the only transactions have been a few sales of the inferior 
descriptions of Mybasb, which have found buyers at a reduction of 
about 28. per Ib. from last prices. All other classes are entirely 
neglected. In Cantons but little has been done, holders not being 
willing to concede the reduction expected by buyers. Bengals are 
heavy of sale, even at the reduced rates now asked.
